A RENEWAL OF FAITH 


Before another two weeks elapses, the Tall-Doheny 


trial on z. charge of conspliacy to defraud the govern- 
ment will have been concluded. 


It will mark the washing out of matters which have 


occupied national attention for nearly three years 


The trial itself has been a technical proceeding. The 


testimony has not been of the 
character to excite 


popular interest and attention. While the Hall-Mills 
case has been grinding, and now this latest murder 
mystery in Wisconsin has usurped front page position 
In the press, the Fall-Doheny trial has been relegated 
to a place of relative unimportance. And jet there 
have been few developments in national history of 
greater consequen 
to the preservation of democratic 


institutions than this trial originating from the leas- 
Ing of public oil lands. 


Democracy survives through the faith of 
those 


•whom it governs. 


The scandals which have arisen at Washington in 


" thefast six years have been menacing to democratic 


institutions, not becaus- certain men may have en- 
riched themselves at the expense of the public, out 
because a popular belief that such a situation existed 
shatters the faith and confidence of people in democ- 
racy. That is the overshadowing issue presented in 
the trial of the former secretary of the interior, and 
one of America's most wealthy oil men. 


Mr. Doheny and Mr Fall claim the lease which was 


given to the Elk Hill tract in California was most ad- 
vantageous to, the public. It was drawn upon terms 
far more favorable than operators ordinarily^ grant 
•when undertaking development of tracts privately 
owned. It was necessitated by the fact that these 
tracts were being drained of their rich stores by 
wells located on adjacent private tracts, the same 
as it was claimed that the Salt creek field was being 
depleted in similar fashion. If these facts be true 
then Mr. Fall and Mr. Doheny have been subjected to 
a fearful injustice. If they are true than Mr. Fall 
and Mr. Doheny are entitled to prompt acquittal, and 
restoration of affections and esteem in popular mind. 


One situation in the oil affairs has been confusing 


to the public and still remains a source of wonder- 
ment. It has never been adequately and fully ^re- 
vealed why such secrecy attached to the negotiations 
which resulted In the leasing of the government's na- 
val oil reserves 
Hidden method& always carryva sus- 


picion of ulterior motives when found in government- 
al business. Rightfully or wrongfully the people liavo 
como to tho settled conviction that all matters relat- 
ing to the government should be spread before the 
public eye. It was mpnths after the leases had been 
granted that the public became familiar with the 
fact that Doheny had secured a lease to the Elk Hill 
tract. In fact the transaction never occupied public 
Attention until a senatorial investigation of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the lease started. 


While America is reading its accounts of murder 


mysteries, it might better be following- the course of 
justice in the Fall-Doheny case. If the distinguished 
defendants in this prosecution establish through an 
overwhelming preponderance of evidence that the 
transaction was a legitimate one, and entirely in 
keeping with public interest, that should end it, not 
only In the courts, as it will, but in the popular mind 
ns well. The great good which should come out of 
this trial is a renewal of faith in the institutions of 
government. 
Too frequently we come to the con- 


clusion Justice Is not served because we do not follow 
the evidence. The Fall-Dofceny case has been handled 
for the government by the 'ablest of lawyers. What- 
ever the finding may be. it should settle all questions. 
v^ 
_ 


ITALY'S NEW "COCKINESS." 


Italian fascism seems to be growing more arro- 


gant and inclined to pick quarrels on almost any 
pretext. It cannot find enough material at home to 
keep itself busy, but" sends its agents into France to 
Btir -up trouble between that country and Spain. It 
claims most of the prestige connected with Amund- 
sen's flight over the North pole, simply because the 
Norwegian explorer was considerate enough to take 
an Italian airman along with him on the trip. 


All this aggressiveness gives the impression that 


the ruling element in Italy has become overchesty 
and is "spoiling for a fight" Hav'ng crushed the 
populace of that country into submission to its pro- 
gram, it is apparently looking aiound for new worlds 
to conquer. Such a tendency is inevitable wherever 
autocracy backed by military strength lays its heavy 
hand on the 'government and is able to maintain its 
authority. It was so in Germany prior to the world 
war, and it was so In Russia durinr the earlier period 
of the bolshevik regime. A few years ago there were 
eymptoms of the same thing- in Japan, but that coun- 
try has evidently ha.d a change of heart and is no 
longer regarded as an international menace. 


The disposition of Italy to carry chips on its 


shoulder had its genesis, first, in the. revolution of 
force which carried Benlto Mussolini into the place 
ofi .power, and, second, in his announced intention_to 
"Bring "back the glory and the power 
of ancient 


Home." That declaration gave his soldier followers 
an objective which appealed to their imaginations. It 
pictured to them the spreading of Italian sovereignty 
to neighboring shores and the extension of Italian in- 
fluence ex'erywhere, these objects to be attained by 
diplomacy if possible and by arms if necessary.

NECESSARY EXPENDITURES. 


Governor Adam McMulIen, It is said, is in a cold 


sweat for fear the legislature will not listen kindly 
to his financial program for the next two years. 


The governor's fears are unnecessary. 
There has never been a time when a legislature in 


'this state refused to make piovislon for necessary 
undertakings. In the building of the new capitol, ''.n 
the construction of permanent roads, in the main- 
tenance and expansion of the state university and the 
four normal schools, and in providing funds-for the 
fifteen institutions under the board of control the 
legislature has always shown a disposition to be 
fair. Its members without exception have been of 
a mind to provide what appeared to be necessary. 


Mr. McMullen's troubles come from an inability to 


understand the finances of the state. The legislature 
which will convene in January could be of great as- 
sistance to him if he would let it. It could, for ex- 
ample, make provision to. take care of this overdraft, 
which will have to he taken care of anyway. And 
then after having arranged for its payment, the legis- 
lature could take steps to see that another situation 
of this kind is not created. It would perform a very 
mufch needed task if it would stop the practice of bor- 
rowing state funds as inaugurated during the Mc- 
Kelvle regime. There Is the constant temptation to 
overdraw while this system exists. If the governor 
would arrange to put every activity of the state upon 
Its own feet, he would have less occasion for worry. 


But the governor does need and deserve the help 


of citizens who are thinking- of the state's progress. 
He has been unduly sensitive over this matter of the 
overdraft. It would be well If he would forget. Elec- 
+'on is over now. He has been chosen for another 
two"" years and all citizens, regal dless of political 
affiliation, will wish him success in cleaning up the 
deficit and in continuing along the road to the same 
measureable progress which we have made in so 
many matters vital to the state in the last two years. 


JUDGE WESTOVER'S DEATH. 


District Judge W H. Westover, whose judicial ca- 


reer was terminated Sunday by death, was one of the 
most vigorous personalities in the legal profession in 
Nebraska

Judge Westover served on the district bench for 


thirty-one years during a period 
when the state 


achieved more in real progress than all of the rest of 
the years of statehood. He was first elected as a 
judge in 1895, and was never displaced from that time 
on, being elected the last tvyo times without opposi- 
tion 
That speaks most eloquently for the quality of 


justice which he dispensed. 
His district was the 


largest in the state, covering a great portion of west- 
ern Nebraska 
It was a territory in which the prob- 


lems of pioneering were and are 
still 
present 
It 


called for a man who was fearless, with a fine per- 
ception of the needs of humanity 
Judge Westover 


met this challenge so successfully there were few men 
on the district bench in any section of Nebraska bet- 
ter known than he was. 


It was in 18S5 that Judge Westover first visited that 


section of the state which was to be the scene of his 
prodigious labors. He helped in the organization of 
Sheridan county in 1885. Shortly thereafter he set- 
tled there and became a candidate for county attor- 
ney. 
After a spirited campaign he was elected anS 


made such a notable record in breaking up gangs of 
cattle rustlers, horse thieves and other lawbreakers 
that he was elevated to the bench 


Judge Weslover was a good lawyer. Few of- his 


decisions were reversed when they came to the high 
court for review. But he was not a, stickler for the 
fine distinctions of technical law. He would not per- 
mit Justice to be sacrificed for technicalities 
He 


served his state most excellently and had a large part 
In formulating the law of the land.

ki many cases of occupation neurosis Investigated, it was found 
that there WAS a general lowered nerve .tone (neura&thenia) with a 
ccnditiou of anxiety, which permitted the localization'of the trouble In 
;he particular muscles, but in other cases ,only the ever-exertlon of 
het particular muscles were found. 
All sorts of occupations may develop neuroses which are typical of 
writer's cramp—the milker, money counter," harper, violinist, pianist, 
seamstress, tailor, and many others.

Four of the boys saw 
service in the World war, one, John 
L., dying in Washington while on 
his way home from France where 
If? was :n the air service. 


Just as he was a fearless judge, 


Judge Westover was [outspoken in 
his opinions. While approving pro- 
hibition, he condemned 
the 
Ne- 


braska legislature for failing 
to 


provide for legalization of liquor for 
medicinal, mechanical and 
sacre- 


mental purposes, when its bone dry 
law was passed. 
During the flu 


epidemic he openly admitted that 
he had violated tho law by sending 
his son to Wyoming for whiskey, as 
prescribed by a physician for Mrs. 
Westover who was seriously ill. 


"Juries will return more convic-

Judge Westover was an opponent 


of the indeterminate sentence law
